FEDERAL “ MATERNITY BILL” 


Hie S heppard-1 owner act, known as die “ Maternity Bill,” was signed 
by President Harding, and thereby became a law, only the day before last 
Thanksgiving, but 33 of the 48 states have already accepted its provisions and 
ma de preparation to avail themselves of federal aid and cooperation in pro­ 
moting the welfare of maternity and infancy. 
flus bill was one of the measures passed by ihe special session of the 
Republican Congress. 
It was part ol President H arding’s program , and was 
urged by him in his message opening the special session ol Congress. 
And, 
besides, it was the one measure above all others that the women of the United 
States wished enacted. 
Hie slate of Minnesota and live other stales accepted the provisions of 
the bill by act of their state legislatures. 
Under the provisions of the act the 
governor of a state may, in so tar as the laws of his state permit, administer 
the provisions of the act pending the next regulai session of the legislature, 
and may authorize a state agency to cooperate with the Federal Children’s Bu­ 
reau until the. legislature has opportunity to act. 
In accordance with this 
provision, governors of ll states have accepted the provisions of the M a­ 
ternity Bill.

A SAVING OF FIVE BILLION DOLLARS 


It is estimated by naval experts that during the next Iii teen years the 
United Stales Treasury will show a saving of $5,poo,000,000 as a result ol 
the naval limitation program adopted by the Armament Conference. 
It is explained blat this includes savings through suspension of con­ 
struction, scrapping of capital ships and cessation of work on naval bases 
and other shore establishments. 
But this estimate does not take account of 
the radical increases in the cost of capital ship consrtuction, or of the possi­ 
bility of some extraordinary development which might induce the United 
Stales to exceed the old policy of building two big fighting ships a year, 
lf competitive naval building had continued, our experts are confident 
the size of fighting ships would have, been considerably larger, and that die 
cost, 
now about torty million dollars each, probably 
would have reached 
fifty million dollars. 
I he much 
larger battleships also doubtless would 
have 
required the widening and deepening of the Panam a canal.
